Plymouth, N. H., Feb. 2, 1925. 
To the Selectmen of Plymouth: 


I herewith present my report as District Nurse 
for the past year. 


I have made 3889 calls in different sections of the 
town, the most of them, of course, have been in the 
village, but quite a number have been outside the 
village limits to places where they could not get a nurse 
and in emergency cases, under such circumstances, 
the people were very glad to transport me both ways 
beside paying for my calls. 


I visited the schools whenever I was called, or 
when there seemed any need of my going to look after 
' suspected cases, and sometimes on sanitary questions. 


I have tried to answer all calls that came to me 
unless I was promised to someone else. My work, 
like the physicians, of course, comes in bunches. Some 
days I had no calls and other days, when it was very 
sickly, there would be some that I could not take. I 
have tried to be ready for any calls that might come 
and to do my duty as I saw it. I would be glad to an- 
swer any questions in regard to the work that you 
or anyone might care to ask, and receive any sugges- 
tions that would be beneficial to anyone concerned. 


In regard to the amount of money I have taken 
in, all have paid that felt able, others have received 
service the same as they would listen to a sermon, 
send their children to school or drink our nice water, 
because it was provided by the town and they felt 
they were part of the town and were entitled to it.

WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with vote of the District at the 
last annual meeting, Main street has been relaid from 
Pearl to the junction of Highland street with heavy 
- gervice pipe. New heavy service hydrants have been 
installed and one additional hydrant has been placed 
at the corner of Court and Main streets. Hydrants 
at either end of the Common have been set back on a 
line with the Common fence, thus giving an unob- 
structed street along the east side of the Common. 
This new pipe line is approximately two thousand feet 
in length. | 

A new main of nine hundred feet has been laid 
from the corner of Russell and Warren streets to con- 
nect with the dead-end on South Main street opposite 
Crawford street. In this construction was used three 
hundred feet of iron pipe which was salvaged from 
the iron pipe taken up on North Main street, also one 
hydrant removed from North Main street was placed 
opposite the I. H. Chase house so called on Warren 
street. 

The wooden pipe dead-end on Broadway was con- 
nected with the Pleasant street main, thus allowing a 
circulation through the wooden pipe laid in Hawthorn 
street, affording adequate fire protection and water 
facilities for the residents in that section. 

In this new construction gates have been placed 
so that in case of trouble sections of the system cut 
out will effect the minimum number of users. 

This last year we have experienced five breaks in 
the old cement pipes, namely; one on South Main street 
opposite the Plymouth Inn, one on Highland Hill and 
the others on Russell street near the junction 
of Pleasant street. 

Cement pipes on South Main, Highland, Russell 
and Highland avenue to Merrill to Bayley avenue will 
continue to be a source of more or less trouble and 
expense on account of breaks until they are replaced 
by iron pipes. : | 7 3

ue grounds connected therewith, for providing 
od suitable furniture, apparatus and conveni- 
ots ences for schools and schoolhouses, and to 
ho pay the debts of the district. 
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7. To see if the district will vote to authorize 
the school board to borrow money to pay 
the debts of the district and to give there- 
for notes of the district countersigned by 
the district treasurer. 


8. To see what sums of money the district will 
vote to raise to cover the expenses of medi- 
cal supervision of the schools for the ensu- 
ing year. 


9. To see what sums of money the district will 
vote to raise to enable the Supervisory Union 
of which it is a member, to increase the sal- 
ary of the Superintendent of Schools above 
the minimum fixed by law, and to pay other 
expenses of superintendence. 


10. To see if the district will authorize the school 
board to make arrangements with the State 
of New Hampshire to obtain the services of 
a trained nurse who will put her entire time 
in the schools of Plymouth, in place of, or 
in conjunction with, the school physician, 
provided.the services of both will not exceed 
$300.00 in excess of the amount allowed for 
the school physician. ' 


11. To see if the district will vote to authorize 
the school board to raise tuitions in the 
high school if they deem it advisable.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


School Board of Plymouth, 
Gentlemen: 


I beg to submit my fourth annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools under four parts. 


Part I. Statistical Matter 


1—For Year Ending June 30, 1924 


The total registration was 626 pupils distributed 
according to grades as follows: Kindergarten 21, Ele- 
mentary Grades 1-6 Model—183; Rural Schools—157; 
Junior High—Model Grades 7-8—55; Senior High—— 
210. There were 26 tuition pupils in the elementary 
schools, and 79 in the high school leaving a total of 
521 Plymouth pupils in the schools last year. 


The average attendance for all schools together 
was 533.45, average absence, 27.4, and average mem- 
bership, 560.86. The per cent of attendance was 95 
a high record. There were 584 instances of tardiness, 
a low record of slightly more than one per  aver- 
age membership. Eighty of the pupils maintained per- 
fect attendance for the year. 


Both the Senior and Junior High Schools had at- 
tendance records much above the state average, with 
a tardiness record very strikingly less than the aver- 
age. 

Total number of promotions in all the grades, 470 
Thirty-five pupils graduated from our eighth grade, 
thirty of whom entered Plymouth High School. -Twen- 
ty-eight were members February 17, 1925. 


For the year 1923-24 the superintendent is cred- 
ited with 757 visits, the school board with 23, and 
the parents and other citizens with 640.

Deducting the seventeen pupils registered in 
more than one of the schools we have a total of 611 
different pupils registered in the schools. Of these 
508 lived in the town of Plymouth on February 17, 
1925. 


Up to February 17 the superintendent had made 
560 visits to all the schools and had held 30 teachers’ 
meetings. 
Part H—The Schools 
1—The Rural Schools 
We carried over all our teachers from last year. 
Two attended the summer session of Plymouth Normal 
School. The staff as a whole has kept up to form. It 
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is a body of devoted, professionally minded women 
not surpassed in the state. I hope we can persuade 
them to remain with us another year. 


New practice exercises in handwriting were placed 
in all the rural schools this year and have apparantly 
justified the outlay. New mathematics, history, and 
civics books have been added to the textbook equip- 
ment. New maps of Europe and Africa have been 
supplied all the schools. 


The superintendent’s visits have been devaten to 
helping both teachers and pupils in their cooperative 
tasks in the schoolroom. The children have been 
responsive. A good grade of work is being carried 
out. 

Each school house is in a very real sense a com- 
munity center. Gatherings have been frequent in 
which the parents have come together at the school 
building to witness school entertainments and to take 
part in programs. The superintendent regrets his 
inability to attend these occasions with more regu- 
larity. 


2—-The Model-Schools 


Four new teachers were added to our staff. Flor- 
ence Clark, P. N. 8. 1922, took Miss Kendall’s place in 
the second grade, while Miss Kendall succeeded Mrs. 
Bardsley in grade 38. Miss Clark’s two successful 
years at Whitefield qualified her for the position of 
critic teacher in our system. Edna Smith, also P. 
N. 8. 1922 came to our 5th grade from two years‘ fine 
service at West Lebanon. Bertha McGary is our first 
teacher from our sister Normal School at Keene. Graad- 
uating in 1922 she pave two years of work to rural 
schools. She is well qualified for the sixth grade of 
our model school. Augusta Nichols joined our Junior 
High School force after a year of highly satisfactory 
service in the Franklin Junior High School. She is a 
mature teacher of several years of experience. Miss 
Seavey and Miss Farnum retain their positions in 
Grades 1 and 4 respectively. Miss Jeffords remains 
as principal. The entire staff of critics is able, con- 
scientious, cooperative and professionally growing. 
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The apprentice system of student teaching com- 
mented upon in my report of a year ago has been con- 
tinued with experience and study diligently applied to 
improving the general practice. The plan of distribu- 
ting practice of two year seniors over the entire year 
entered upon tentatively this year, has worked to ad- 
vantage. The cadets work nine weeks at a time, re- 
turning to the training school for the second nine 
weeks of their total of eighteen after nine weeks of 
intervening work in the Normal School. All the stud- 
ent teachers have come in contact with the children 
and the group who began training in September have 
returned for their second quarter of teaching. The 
children have suffered fewer changes. The student 
teachers have been more cooperative and the last part 
of the school year is being carried on by teachers who 
have had at least nine weeks of experience. One day 
a week is taken by the critic teacher in each grade for 
personal teaching while the students observe and co- 
operate with individual help for the pupils. Thus it 
is possible to make the work effective. 


Results achieved indicate the success of the plan. 
Standard tests show the children achieve scores com- 
parable to those in typical school systems. There is 
a noticeable increase in school morale. Critics and 
cadets have united in loyal cooperative, responsible 
effort. We believe a marked decrease in the numbei 
of failures will be found at the end of the present 
year. Individual initiative on the part of the chil- 
dren has increased. Many patrons of the schools have 
investigated conditions by first hand visits We wish 
many more would do so. 


One may call attention to some actual advantages 
of our system of teacher training. The children have 
many fold more opportunities for social contacts than 
those of the ordinary school system. Individual chil- 
dren receive more attention, and backward pupils are 
reached. The cadets of the commercial course have 
given much valuable instructional aid by preparing 
typewritten material. School work has been based 
upon scientific testing checked up by the student 
teachers. Effective supervision of drawing, music, 
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physical education, and practical arts has been giv- 
en by Normal School supervisors. Miss Drake, the 
health instructor sent by the state, has been of great 
service in quickening the consciousness of both teach- 
ers and pupils in the direction of health habits and 
hygienic living. 


3—The Junior High School 


The seventh and eighth grades have been or- 
ganized into a definite Junior High School program. 
While the fundamentals are not neglected the content - 
of the course of study has been enriched particularly 
in the direction of social and civic studies. Socialized 
class work and supervised study are the leading meth- 
ods employed. Pupil citizenship is fostered by means > 
of a club, and the social and athletic life of the school 
is organized into student societies. Once a week the 
pupils take charge of thelr own assembly exercises. 

This year the seventh and eighth grade pupils of 
Ward Hill School have been taken into the Junior High 
School thereby relieving the cong eon of the former 
school. 


The pupils cf the Junior High School are working 
happily, cooperatively, and are securing adequate prep- 
aration for their work in the Senior High School. 


4-_'The Senior High School 


As the interesting account by Headmaster Orcutt ne 


accompanies this report I will touch upon only certain 
noteworthy phases. 

The staff meetings held once a week under the 
direction of the teachers is an excellent example oi 
professional effort. The development of a form of pu- 
pil participation in school control is commendable. The 
unselfish civic spirit of the pupils shown by their spon-. 
soring of the lecture course, and by frequent gifts to 
school improvement is praiseworthy. The fundamen- 
tals are receiving deserved attention. The spirit of the 
school, the tone, and morale are excellent. 


One may express appreciation of the coaching of 
Messrs. Claire, Whitehead, Lewis and Cole and satis- 
faction in the achievements of the teams under their 
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_ instructions. But one may deplore our lack of a staff 
teacher of athletics and physical education. It is a 
problem that the superintendent recommends for so- 
lution. | 
Mr. Orcutt’s recommendations seem well con- 
ceived and worthy of adoption. I recommend them to 
your attention. He has presented a program of pro- 
gressive activities. 


5—The Newsbag 


Our school sheet has received much favorable 
comment. Its value to the schools in putting real 
meaning into the written work is equalled by its in- 
terest to the public. It is a success from the educa- 
tional standpoint. We hope it may be continued. 


6—Medical Inspection 


The report of Dr. Chase, the School Physician, 
shows a substantial accomplishment. The cooperation 
of Mrs. Chase, the District Nurse, has been invaluable. 
The physician has done his work thoroughly and con- 
scientiously. The District Nurse and the teachers have 
cooperated in follow-up work. 

While duly appreciative of the work being done, 
the superintendent feels that the situation in Ply- 
mouth is such that cooperation between the state and 
the town for the employment of a regular school nurse 
is possible and desirable. He recommends action in 
this direction. . 


Part Il]. Work of the Superintendent 


The objectives of education in a democracy have 
been summarized by a committee of American teachers 
under seven headings: 1—Health, 2—Command of 
Fundamental Processes, 3—Worthy Home Member- 
ship, 4—Training for Vocation, 5—Citizenship, 6— 
Worthy Use of Leisure, 7—Ethical Character. 

The teachers have cooperated with the superin- 
tendent in unifying the work of our schools in accom- 
plishing these objectives. It is our purpose to make 
our educational activities a means of achieveing these 
purposes. For each individual pupil the work of edu- 
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cation may be considered as directed toward develop- 
ing purpose and personality for the good of the pupil 
and the society in which he lives. Thus we hope that 
our school work will result in happy serviceable lives. 

The supervisory activities of the superintendent 
have been expended in classroom visits with follow 
up interviews, teachers’ meetings, personal and group 
conferences and very frequent school inspections. He 
has worked to develop a cooperative responsibility. To 
this end the student teachers have been welcomed in- 
to our teaching force. Their duty to the children has 


been their first consideration. Their self development — 


and training in the work of teaching has been properly 
subordinated to the needs and interests of the pupils. 
The superintendent gratefully acknowledges the 
loyal cooperation of the teachers, and the kind and 
understanding support of the’ School Board. 
Part IV. Recommendation 


1. The congestion at Ward Hill demands that, 
more adequate facilities be provided. 


2. Our rural school plants should be progressive- 
ly improved. I believe that furnace heating at Baker — 
River would prove feasible. Some of our schools 
should be fitted with chemical toilets. I suggest that 
each year one school should be selected for improve- 
ment. In view of the special need Ward Hill would 
seem the school building to receive attention this year. 

38. I recommend that town and state COD Ete in 
employing a full-time school nurse. ! 

The arrangement made tentatively ie year 
for allowing teacher training for the two year seniors 
of the Normal School during the entire school year 
should be continued under proper safeguards. 

5. A physical instructor and director of athletics 
for the high school is highly desirable. 

Allow me to close by expressing my appreciation 
of the kindly and cooperative attitude of the patrons 
of our schools, and particularly of the public spirited 
interest of the Chamber of Commerce in the work of 
education in Plymouth.

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HEADMASTER’S REPORT ON THE HIGH SCHOOL 
To Superintendent G. E. Speare: 


I take pleasure in submitting the second in the 
ee reports by the Headmaster on Plymouth High 
chool. 


Enrollment 


Your attention was called last year to the fact that 
P. H. 8. increased steadily in enrollment from 142 in 
1918 to 210 in 1923-1924. Last June we graduated 
a class of 35, an increase of 12 over the previous year. 
In spite of the gap made by the departure of this large 
class we registered this year 202 pupils. I think the en- 
rollment could be increased materially by the intro- 
duction of subjects in Agriculture. 


Attendance 


By reference to Bulletin No. 113 giving a static- 
tical summary of the high schools of the state you will 
note on page 8, the Plymouth High has had a ‘high 
standing’ for attendance, i. e. 97 per cent or over for 
the past three years. Our school is credited with an- 
other ‘high record’ in that it has kept its tardinesses 
below nine-tenths of one per cent. 


The only cause for absence worth noting this year 
is illness, and the recent epidemic of. grip caused 4 
high daily absence for several days. Except for this 
our record for attendance seems to be the highest in 
years, and save for occasional illness to have been 
100 per cent perfect. The pupils regularly enrolled 
seem anxious to be present every day. 


New Extra-Curricular Interests 


Acting on the belief that forensic speech should be 
encouraged in an age when the spoken word is so much 
neglected, P. H. S. joined this year for the first time 
the New Hampshire Debating League. Our allotment 
was two debates, both with Meredith High on the same 
evening. This gave our school two teams, a negative 
and an affirmative. As the debate is set for Tuesday 
evening, February 24th, the result cannot be given as 
this goes to print. 
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The teams were coached by Miss Alice Jesseman, 
Bates 1923, Head of the English Department, a woman 
of much skill in forensics, and who coached so suc- 
cessfully last year at Montpelier Seminary. 

Another feature of student activities to be given 
encouragement this year is pupil participation in school 
government. This new interest is in the making and 
will come if at all only at the wish and request of the 
pupil body itself; that is, it will not be forced upon the 
school. 

The practice among the best schools is to invite 
the pupils to share in determining along with the staff 
the policy of the school in all sorts of activities of 
which they are a major part. This teaches them to 
share responsibility and permits them all the while 
to practice in school the duties of real citizens and to 
do the things they are going to be called on to do any- 
way after school days are over. 

The form of pupil participation in control is usu- 
ally embodied in a Students’ Council. 

Athletics 

Basket ball and baseball continue to be the major 
sports of P. H.S. Within the past year our teams have - 
won conspicuous success. In football our fortunes have 
been adverse, this being due to various causes, one 
of which is probably its lack of tradition and develop- 
ment in the school. In time this sport should be able 
to return to its pristine glory which another genera- 
tion knew. a8 

As usual not only are the players on our teams do- 
ing passing grade work, but more than three-fourths 
of them are honor scholars. 

The girls have been coached by Miss Elizabeth 
Ring of the Staff, who was Captain of her college team 
at the University of Maine. 

Football was coached by Mr. Herbert Lewis, and 
basket ball by Mr. Oliver Cole.

Space permits me only to make passing mention 
of three of these. The Girls’ Club this year, by a 
“Fair” held one afternoon, netted $120.00, all of which 
they are’ to use for the interior improvement of the 
building. Their purpose is to assist other funds in 
providing and equipping an infirmary room in the 
basement.- This is a laudable undertaking. The girls 
have worked hard for it. The Club is sponsored by 
Mrs. Verne Pierce, Dean of Girls. 

In conjunction with the Chamber of Commerce 
the High School has conducted an Entertainment 
Course of four numbers, the proceeds to be used to 
purchase needed apparatus or other useful supplies. 
The public made a generous response to the sale of 
course tickets. Our hope is so to satisfy that the 
Course can be warranted another year. 

The forth annual Prize-Speaking Contest was a 
great success. It was held in March, 1924, and coached 
by Mrs. Bailey assisted by Mrs. Luvia M. Mank, a 
reader of note. The prize-winners were as follows:

The money in gold for the prizes was furnished by 
gifts from the three members of the School Board, 
and by special gifts from the family of Mr. John F.

Physical Education 


Mental education of the best sort obtainable un- 
der existing conditions is and has been the ambition 
of most schools; but little attention until now has been 
paid to the needs as a part of the secondary school in- 
struction of physical education. This is rapidly hbe- 
coming a part of the work of the public schools every- 
where. In our own state the practice is growing apace 
of supplying physical education to all the pupils in 
both elementary and secondary grades. A member of 
the staff known as ‘Physical Director’ appears in- 
creasingly on the faculties of schools. 


That Plymouth needs a person who can devote 
part or full time to this work is in every way apparent 
even by a cursory survey of the situation. The in- 
creasing importance of athletics calls for expert 
coaching. This would be taken care of by the physical 
director. But athletics as such are only a part of the 
work of a physical director, as they are only the inter- 
est of a relatively small number of pupils. The pu- 
pil who is the majority, who does not ‘go out’ for 
athletics has no chance for expert physical direction. 
This is just as much his due today as instruction in 
mental gymnastics, known in the vernacular as book- 
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learning. The first item listed in the series of Car- 
dinal Principals in education by the recent nationai 
Committee is Good Health. Many a boy and girl in 
P. H. 8. is coming to maturity with a warped physique, 
may even, is frequently obliged to withdraw from 
school, because of health conditions from which he 
could be rescued by physical instruction in school 


Let it be understood that this physical instruc- 
tion would be given to all the pupils, in varied form, 
in keeping with their needs and condition. “A sound 
mind in a sound body” ought to mean something more ~ 
than a tinkling cymbal or a pretty motto. 


I plead for a physical director at once, who prob- 
ably could give a part of his time to teaching such sub- 
jects as P H. S. now needs to produce a better ba!- 
anced curriculum. 


The Fundamentals 


A recent survey of the secondary schools of the 
state has resulted in a request from the State Depart- 
ment of Education that a review of the fundamentals 
should be carried on in the high schools wherever 
needed. The following subjects are to be included 
in the drill: silent reading, writing, arithmetic, place 
geography, hand-writing, grammar and spelling. Tests 
have been given to discover those needing this drill. 
As a result special periods have been assigned for cer- 
tain of these subjects, such as arithmetic, place geo- 
graphy and penmanship; while the other features are 
being taken care of during the supervised study time 
of the regular classes. The whole thing has caused a 
reorganization of the school in some respects, but the 
teachers have responded loyally to the new requests 
and the work is progressing well. 


I commend the State Department for being alive 
to a situation the features of which P. H. 8S. has real- 
ized long since and has equally long since been remc- 
dying by requiring special drills in penmanship, spell- 
ing, grammar and arithmetic. The request from the 
State Department, therefore, found us not wholly un- 
prepared to put the plan into effect.

The record of our graduates in college is com-~- 
mendable, and of some noteworthy, as evidenced by 
special scholarships won, and by other forms of pre- 
ferment. 


Reference to page 13 of the State report referred 
to in another part of this article will show P. H. S. 
standing high in the lists of schools in the ability of 
its graduates to do college work. In fact it stands 
first when the size of its enrollment is taken in account. 


Of the remaining members of the class of ’24 
three took up teaching. 


The Staff 


Three vacancies occurred in the Staff at the end 
of last year. Mr. Royce Pitkin left to become Prin- 
cipal of the Hyde Park, Vt., High School. His place 
was taken in Physical Science, Political Science and 
Drawing by Mr. Charles King of Newbury, Vt., a 
graduate of Norwich University, with many years of 
successful teaching to his credit. Mr. King has al- 
. ready made his department strong and the school is 
greatly strengthened by his addition to the Staff. 
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Miss Agnes Walbridge, Head of the Commercial 
Department, left to become the head of the same de- 
partment in St. Johnsbury Academy, Vt. Her place is 
being most ably filled by Miss Agnes Riley, a graduate 
of Plymouth Normal School, 1924. Miss Riley did 
much substitute teaching in P. H. S. last year, where 
her devotion to duty and mastery of the details of her 
department made her a most capable successor. She 
has given the Commercial Department a highly suc- 
cessful year. 


Mrs. Marion Bailey resigned to go to Gorham 
High. To become Head of the English Department 
Miss Alice Jesseman was called from Montpelier Sem- 
inary, Vermont, in the face of a flattering offer to go 
elsewhere. Miss Jesseman is a hard worker, versatile, 
scholarly, and her service in connection with the vari- 
ous activities such as the Forum, debating and dra- 
matics is invaluable. 


Altogether the members of the Staff are devoted 
to the School and constitute the best group of teachers 
I have ever had the pleasure of assisting. They are 
ardently devoted to duty and sacrifice pleasure and 
recreation for the welfare of the pupils. 


Many. of the present Staff spent last summer in 
professional study at various schools and more plan 
such ‘study this coming summer recess. 

It will thus be noted that not a single teacher in 
P. H. S. this year has lacked previous experience be- 
fore taking up the work of the classroom. This is a 
highly. desirable feature and should not again be 
abandoned.

MEDICAL EXAMINER’S REPORT 


To the School Board of the Town of Plymouth, N. H.: 

I am passing in my annual report as Medical Ex- 
aminer of the schools of Plymouth. 

I have examined this year, 557 pupils of the Rural, 
Model and High Schools, a few being absent, several 
of them coming to my office afterwards that I did not 
count. I find by comparing the number of unvaccinat- 
ed this year with the records of past years that a very 
good improvement has been made in that direction. 
I found 36 cases this year against 60 last year and 72 
the year before. Other defects do not show so good 
an improvement, especially in regard to the eyes. 1 
found a large number wearing glasses that did them 
no good, as in my judgment, they were not properly 
fitted. I will say right here that it seems too bad for 
people to be deceived in that direction and pay their 
money to incompetent men and derive no benefit from 
it. 
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One of the best things is, that the schools that 
were infected with lice, have in almost every case 
been cleaned up. The District Nurse has kept a close 
watch and, in some cases, has taken them to her home 
- and given them a thorough treatment. 

Ninety-six cases of different defects that were re- 
ported last year have been attended to, but of course 
there are new pupils coming in every year, and we 
find more or less ailments with: them, consequently 
there will always be cases of different defects to re- 
port and to be corrected. 

I was very fortunate in being able to retain the 
same assistant in the clerical part of the work that I 
have had for three years past, also in having the 
District Nurse to help me in the examination, which 
made it much nicer especially for th eyoung ladies of 
the High School to have one of their own sex to assist 
in the work. I have reported to the parents some de- 
fects to which no attention was paid. A very large 
per cent of the parents, however, cooperate and have 
followed up my suggestions very well and, taking it 
all in all, the pupils of Plymouth are in much better 
condition than when the town voted for the Medical 
Examination a few years ago. 

I want to thank everyone concerned, parents of 
the children, the teachers, the School Board, our Su- 
perintendent, Headmaster of High School and State 
Health Teacher for suggestions and assistance in the 
school work.
